In the above-referenced application, a Petition pursuant 37 C.F.R. § 1.181 was filed on 
May 6, 2009 to withdraw the holding of abandonment indicated in the Notice mailed April 14, 
2009. The Petition was dismissed (see attached copy of Notice mailed May 26, 2009). 

The Notice of Abandonment mailed April 14, 2009 indicated that a proposed reply was 
received on January 9, 2009, but it does not constitute a proper reply under 37 CFR 1 .1 13(a) to 
the final rejection.
